because ft will be the outcome of modem conditions— 
of the invention of machinery and the centralization of 
capital on one hind and the development of political 
democracy on the other. 

Communism would be a step backward, would be a 
retrogression to a very primitive and low stage of human 
society. 

Social-Democracy will mean a step forward toward 
a higher civilization than history has ever known. 

Just to emphasize the difference between Collectiv¬ 
ism and Communism—between th-. collective ownership 
of the means of prodiiction and distribution and the 
common ownership of everything -there is nothing in 
Collectivism that will prevent people who are so inclined 
from saving. 

They will be able to save just as much as they wish; 
they will be able to utilize their savings in any manner 
they chi ose with one single exception! They will not be 
able in any possible way to “invest" their savings—that 
is to say, they wifl not be able to use their savings to 
make profit 

Of course our capitalists will cry out, "What is the 
use of a man possessing a hundred thousand dollars if 
he cannot invest'liis money?" which means, what is the 
use of a man possessing wealth if he cannot use it to 
work others and live himself without work? 

This, 1 admit, is a grievance that cannot be helped. 

But it is a grievance that is no grievance: First, be¬ 
cause under Collectivism there will not be the slightest 
necessity for individual saving with a view of providing 
for the future or old age, for care will be taken of every 
citizen. Second, there will be no encouragement for 
saving, for accumulating capital will be looked upon as 
the function of society, and not of the individual.

It is cler.r from all this that the people must turn 
privately owned capital into collectively owned capital 


as a matter of SELF-PRESERVATION. 

The people must do it because capital, which was 


formerly a means of progress, is now impeding progress. 

In short, the private ownership of capital was fop 
several hundred years an historical necessity. Now the 
collective ownership of capital is becomipg an historical 

dtoeessity. 

That such is the trend of the time we can see at a 
glance from the discussion that is going on in the daily 
and weekly papers and in the magazines. 

. But the trend is toward Socialism, not toward Com¬ 
munism. 

The measures that the Socialsts will take and must 
take will closely connect with thr present systenf and 
evolve from it. As a matter of fact, the collectivity— 
that is, the nation, the state and the community—will 
closely follow alotig the lines of what people have 
already long been doing, only they will do this from a 
Socialistic standpoint. 

* * * 

So Collectivism is not Communism, and Kart Marx 
su'd Friedrich Engels,, for instance, who in their early 
days were Communists, later on in life btecame Collecti¬ 
vists and Social-Democrats. Communism has often been 
tried and, outside of a few small religious communities, 
Ate failed. 

About 1840 there was a wave of Fourieristic Com¬ 
munism in this country. It was started by Albert Bris¬ 
bane, and some of the most brilliant and best men and 
women this country has ever produced participated in 
the experiments. But all the Communistic settlements 
where the religious and ascetic elements were lacking 
came to naught. 

• • • 

Socialism, or Social-Democracy, has never been tried. 


Collectivism is not a negation of property, nor is 
Socialism. Please keep this in mind. 

Social-Democracy simply demands the collective 
ownership of the means of production and distribution. 
V'e will produce in common, buv the consumption will 
remain individual. 

Socialism will control only our capital, not our prop¬ 
erty. A Socialist Commonwealth will not do away with 
the individual ownership of property, but only with indi¬ 
vidual ownership of CAPITAL.

In several places during the past 
few months, there have been wild out- 
criss against desecration of the Amer¬ 
ican flag which it is presumed that 
Soclalista condone. Red Cage have 
b«en torn down by the police in sev¬ 
eral places on the plea of outraged 
patriotism, and a great many New 
York newspapers protest against the 
utterances of Socialists that the red 
flag Is superior to the Stare and 
Stripes. 

This also ts a moral question, and 
therefore a religious one. It involves 
the principle that the whole .of hu¬ 
manity is greater than any part of it 
The American nation is one Ration, 
including the total population of the 
globe, which Is some 1,&OO,OO0.OOO. It 
eurely will not be disputed that these 
1,600,000,000 are more than the 100.- 
000,000 Therefore, the symbol of the 
nation is net greater than the symbol 
of the human race. The red flag is the 
symbol of the tinmen race, adopted 
for that purpose, aad proclaimed to 
that end. It represents the red cur¬ 
rent of human blood which flows In all 
veins alike. It Is a proposition in 
mathematics, therefore, that the red 
flag Is superior to the Stars and 
8trlpes, because one represent?! the 
whole, the other represents only a 
part. 

This can be denied only by a denial 
that the red flag does represent the 
whole of humanity. There is no other 
flag, however, that doea The one flag 
which at present officially flies above 
that of the United States is the church 
flag. Whenever a service ts being held 
aboard anv of our battleships at sea, 
the church flag, containing a white 
cross on a blue ground, is flown above 
the Stars and Stripe*. The nation thus 
officially recognised that the church, 
which represent# the religious priaci- 
pls of humanity, ia and of right ought 
to bs, entitled to precede the nation. 
Now the red flag represents alt hu¬ 
manity also, not only from an eco¬ 
nomic point of view, but from a moral 
point of view also, Therefore, our 


hand of man.

FARMERS CO-OPERATING 


The co-operative movement among the farmers of the United 
Stales is significant of the trend of events 

The old individualistic forms wb ; .ch were adapted to a pioneer 
and primitive state of society are g'vjng way to higher forms of a 
more complex organization. 

The economic forces that led to the development of the manu- 
auuring industries, are at work in the agricultural field. As the 
manufacturer came to find thit organization was essential to the life 
f industry, so the farmers are learning that they must organize and 
o-operate. The old iuca of individual independence is giving way to 
•he new idea^f co-operative effort. 

The co-operative movement among the farmers is yet in its in- 
i«ncy, but there are localities where it has been highly developed, 
la such communities the farmers co-operste in the ownership and 
pcration of threshing machines and telephones snd traders and 
-rrameries. They buy and sell co-operotively. Organization has 
rought them into closer social relatiows. Tiey are finding that they 
an co-operate in their amusements and recreations. The "loneliness 
f the isolated farm is dissipated when through co-operation a neigh¬ 
borhood is brought into a larger industrial and social life. 

The co-operative movement among the farmers is disquieting to 
ihe individualists who cling tenaciously, to the ideal of "every man for 
""imself. ihe devil take the hindmost.” When the Minnesota Grain 
Dealers' association met at its aunutl convention, its members were 
told by a solemn person who addressed them, that "Socialism is the 
vnly great danger that the fanners’ co-operative movement now 
weeping over the country, has to fear. Minnesota is going to develop 
-o-operstive societies on a much greater scale and the fanner is going 
o benefit, but Socialism, or the suspicion of favoring Socialism, must 
be kept out.” 

To keep Socialism out of a co-operative movement would be a 
difficult undertaking. When men befcin to co-operate, they cease to be 
individualists. They may not be conscious Socialists, but they form a 
part of the movement that is making for Socialism. The idea that 
.nly avowed Socialists, that only the members of the Socialist party, 
are working for Socialism, is wholly erroneous. The co-operative 
movement is not the Socialist movement, but it is a factor in prepar-
